Calls for improved 
rail links to London 


TALKS have been held in London to pro¬ 
mote a new, faster, rail link between Wey¬ 
mouth, Dorchester and the capital. 

Instead of the current line through 
Southampton it is believed that more than 
half an hour could be knocked off the journey 
time by using Dorchester West, Yeovil and 
Salisbury. 

South Dorset MP, Richard Drax, together 
with MPs from other towns on the route and 
local council leaders have met with Claire 
Perry, MP, Undersecretary of State for Trans¬ 
port. 

He said that commercial road traffic to 
Portland Port is expected to treble in the 
years to come, together with an increase in 
cruise ships. 

“In the centre of my constituency, a newly 
announced enterprise zone on the outskirts of 
Wool is expected to generate thousands of 
jobs —so too, hopefully, will our expanding 
marine and engineering industries, new mu¬ 
seums and tourist attractions.” 

“For all those to work, we need to improve 
our infrastructure, and with little scope for 


more roads, rail is the only option.” 

But the Minister has made no promises 
about the route - other than to ask her offi¬ 
cials to look at the likely costs. 

She suggested that MPs attending the meet¬ 
ing, together with the Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nerships (LEPs) and local councils, ought to 
get the project added to the current franchise 
consultation which ends on February 9th. 

“If we start to bring in the broader benefits, 
such as the housing that these transport im¬ 
provements could underpin, the businesses 
that would move to the area and the local 
growth that could be unlocked, we could re¬ 
ally start to capture the value that transport 
investment can bring,” she said. 

Said Mr Drax: “Everyone is taking it very 
seriously, this is the second meeting we will 
have on the possibility and it has the backing 
of all the local MPs, the LEP and the coun¬ 
cillors. 

“We are still in the preliminary stages, but, 
everybody is working together and if we can 
achieve it, it would be excellent.” 

However, the idea of a faster rail service 


using the western rail line has been described 
as ‘pie in the sky’ by rail enthusiast and 
Friends of Upwey Station group member, 
Terry Putnam, who said: “The idea of a fast 
service from Waterloo to Weymouth would 
cost a fortune. I wonder whether Mr Drax 
fully understands the difficulties. 

The trains would need a fast path down to 
Yeovil Junction via Salisbury from Waterloo 
- not easy. At Yeovil Junction the train would 
have to reverse down to Yeovil Pen Mill and 
reverse again to go to Weymouth unless a 
'south cord' is built to enable the train to go to 
Weymouth avoiding Pen Mill,” he said. 

Mr Putnam also points out that once on the 
Weymouth line the route is single track for 12 
miles to Maiden Newton with three request 
Halts at Thomford, Yetminster and Chetnole. 
In addition, he says, all trains have to stop at 
Maiden Newton because of a train driver op¬ 
erated single line token signalling system. 

Mr Putnam concedes that the faster route 
could be achieved - but not without enor¬ 
mous investment and restoring the line to 
double track.

coastline. Our team has representation from 
Charmouth, Uplyme, Lyme Regis and our Dis¬ 
trict Council. We are currently writing an eco¬ 
nomic plan for the area focusing on 
regeneration, extending the seasons and mak¬ 
ing this a better place to live for everyone. 

We have just won over £70,000 for the local 
area including £39,000 for the Marine Theatre 
to replace their leaking roof. We are looking to 
submit more bids next year to help other proj¬ 
ects in our local area. 

• YOU also have an active role with the 
lifeboat, how did that come about? 

One of the reasons for choosing this area was 
the amazing Jurassic Coastline. As an ex-boat 
owner, and with a young daughter growing up 
here, I wanted to support the RNLI in making 
our coastline a safer place to visit. 

I have been a volunteer with our lifeboat 
team since 2013 and whilst we have a lot of 
fun, they are a highly organised and profes¬ 
sional team. 

• WHAT'S the best thing about living in 
West Dorset?

The college had previously been rated "inad- 


A MASSIVE community effort 
,which transformed Weymouth’s Old 
Town Hall from a crumbling eyesore 
to a pristine historic attraction, has 
won a Blue Plaque award. 

It came from Weymouth Civic So¬ 
ciety who paid tribute to the efforts 
of the Guardians of the Old Town 
Hall (GOTH). 

The society said its annual award 
paid tribute to “a major community 
project which is a fine example of 
civic pride, bringing back to life this 
important historic building and cre¬ 
ating a valuable facility for residents 
of the locality and the wider area”. 

The GOTH poured thousands of 
hours of effort into saving the build¬ 
ing which dates back to Tudor times. 

Guardians spokesman Selwyn 
Williams said: “There were a thou¬ 
sand and one jobs. We had to go over 
the whole roof to make it weather¬ 
proof, we had to repoint both gables, 
all the exterior walls and many inte¬ 
rior walls, remove old plaster and re¬ 
place with lime. 

“One of the biggest changes we

made was to get central heating into 
the building which has made a huge 
difference to its fabric by reducing 
damp. It had been so bad that if you 
left paper in overnight you couldn’t 
light a fire with it the next morning! 

“Now the wooden floor is immac¬ 
ulate, the lovely stonework has been 
exposed and we have even just chris¬ 
tened a new downstairs bar which 
will form a vital part of future 
fundraising. 

“It is very rewarding to get a blue 
plaque from Weymouth Civic Soci¬ 
ety recognising all our efforts over 
the last six years. 

“The Old Town Hall is a vital part 
of Weymouth’s history and its 
restoration has helped to rejuvenate 
this part of town.” 

The Blue Plaque was presented to 
him by society chairman Mary Ben¬ 
nett who said: “We are very im¬ 
pressed indeed with what has been 
done with the Old Town Hall.

Delays in house sales are 
improving say councillors 


STAFF shortages which had de¬ 
layed house sales seem to be eas¬ 
ing, at least in Weymouth and 
Portland, according to a local 
councillor. 

Earlier in the year solicitors, es¬ 
tate agents and those in the prop¬ 
erty market complained of long 
delays in both Weymouth and 
West Dorset. 

The problems, at the time, were 
being caused by a backlog for the 
planning administration team who 
were being inundated with land 
survey requests from homebuyers 
and planning applications from 
developers. 

Some applications were said to 
be taking four months to process - 
although the majority were being 
dealt with quicker. 

One local estate agent, Anthony 
Goss, said back in September that 
searches which used to take two or 
three weeks were taking 16 weeks 
to complete - pushing some sales 
and exchanges to four months or 
more. 

Councillor Ian Gardner, portfo¬ 
lio holder for planning at West 
Dorset District Council, pledged 
the councils would address the 
issue by investing more resources 
into the department. 

Councillor Gardner said: “Due 
to the number of land charge 
searches and planning applica¬ 
tions, the councils are operating 
with a significant backlog. 

“We are currently processing

searches in approximately 10 
weeks (land charges) and have a 
four-week delay in validating 
planning applications. 

“Additional resources have been 
put into place to help address this 
backlog, but it will take some time 
to reduce the existing volume of 
enquiries and applications.. 

“We realise that customers want 
to know what progress is being 
made, but we ask that contact is 
kept to a minimum so that we can 
focus on processing the work.” 

Weymouth Management Com¬ 
mittee chair, Councillor Ian Bruce, 
claimed the situation had now im¬ 
proved. 

“Some weeks ago there was a 
crisis in the planning and land 
charges department of the borough 
council with hundreds of house 
sales being put in jeopardy and es¬ 
tate agents fearing they could be 
put out of business through agreed 
sales simply falling through,” he 
said. 

“Officers had reported to coun¬ 
cillors that there were good rea¬ 
sons for the delays and they could 
not promise any improvement 
until 2016. However councillors 
insisted that as a monopoly 
provider of a service that simply 
was not acceptable.” 


Councillor Bruce said he had 
spoken to two directors of Red 
House Property who say they have 
now seen an improvement in the 
situation and several local solici¬ 
tors say there is no longer a diffi¬ 
culty with legal searches in 
Weymouth and Portland - al¬ 
though there were still problems in 
other parts of the county. 

Said Councillor Bruce: “Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland have very am¬ 
bitious plans to improve our 
borough and our economy, but I 
have stressed to officers that the 
tri-council partnership will be 
judged first and foremost on how 
we deliver the basic services to 
business and the public. I do 
thank the staff who have turned 
this service round for their enor¬ 
mous efforts and councillors will 
ensure the proper level of re¬ 
sources are devoted to this in the 
future.” 

Some of the problems have been 
caused by a member of staff in the 
team being on long-term sick 
leave and a vacancy, which has yet 
to be filled. 

Councillor Bruce has been told 
that the land charges searches 
backlog is now three weeks, with 
177 searches outstanding for Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland with the old¬ 
est date September 30th and seven 
weeks work, amounting to 407 
searches outstanding at West 
Dorset District Council - the old¬ 
est dated August 5th.

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Looking back on a year of highs and lows 


ANOTHER year gone but still the same old startling 
Weymouth and Portland mix of events. 

The rise of Weymouth Pavilion was a success story 
everyone enjoyed reading about, but the sweet smell of 
success was swapped for the sour stink of rubbish col¬ 
lection failure with Dorset Waste Partnership the villain 
of the peace. 

Portland showed it could soon be the area’s major draw¬ 
ing card with details of the Jurassica project revealed to 
create a fossil world natural attraction complete with la¬ 
goon animatronic dinosaurs in an old quarry. 

Meanwhile there was one fewer natural open space left 
in Weymouth after developers won the right to build hun¬ 
dreds of homes across the town’s last “green lung” at 
Markham and Little Francis off Chickerell Road. 

Carnival battled its way through some awful weather 


which proved too much even for the world famous Red 
Arrows to handle and the development of the old fire sta¬ 
tion site at Boot Hill transformed that part of town. 

Conservatives just took over from Labour as the largest 
party on the council but still with no one party in overall 
control and Ian Bruce won the leadership of the Conser¬ 
vative group on the toss of a coin after a tied vote. 

Supporters of the Palm House rallied round in a battle 
to try and ensure the historic building had a role to play 
in the redevelopment of Weymouth while a Portland dog 
trainer got ready to meet the Pope! 

There were grand plans announced for the redevelop¬ 
ment of the council offices site at North Quay, but con¬ 
troversy surrounded the possible selection of one 
developer offering £4.5 million with no strings attached 
against the rejection of another developer’s £6.1million 


offer provisional on its scheme getting planning permis¬ 
sion. 

The View From reported that Nigel Farage and his 
UKIP party will be holding their 2017 national confer¬ 
ence at Weymouth Pavilion. 

Perhaps by then the town’s notorious new traffic system 
problems will have been ironed out including the Boot 
Hill junction which an independent assessor highlighted 
as needing several changes. 

Finally there is the prospect of a huge £106million 
flood defence scheme which could change the whole face 
of Weymouth from a new chest-high wall along the land¬ 
ward side of the Esplanade to raised harbour walls and a 
new harbour barrier. 

So kiss goodbye to 2015 and prepare to welcome some 
fresh New Year news in 2016. 


People are finally taking notice of Weymouth's white elephant

YOU could spend a good hour strolling 
round Weymouth’s shopping centre 
without even knowing the Colwell Cen¬ 
tre was there. 

Tucked away down a side street near 
the main library, it has struggled to sur¬ 
vive for years. 

Now it is to be pulled down to make 
way for apartments and two new shops 
after planners unanimously backed the 
scheme to transform what has been 
called “Weymouth’s white elephant”. 


But some of us with long memories 
know full well that isn’t the whole story. 

The Colwell Centre’s demise was en¬ 
sured from the moment it was left with 
a single entry and exit off an out of the 
way street. 

It’s not rocket science. If you set up a 
score of little businesses in a single 
building then only a small part of your 
success can be relied on to come from 
passing trade. The rest has to come from 
solid access to shoppers. 


The Colwell Centre was doomed the 
instant planners granted permission for 
it to go ahead but without punching an 
access link through to New Bond Street 
and the Debenhams-anchored new shop¬ 
ping centre. 

If that link had been approved then the 
Colwell Centre would have been able to 
draw on vastly greater shopper numbers 
and its survival would have been en¬ 
sured. 

Some might say it is easy to be wise 


after the event, but the desirability of 
such an access link was put forward in 
arguments of the time when the Colwell 
Centre was conceived. 

Now its race is run. Yes it is a white 
elephant, but we should make sure that, 
like elephants, we never forget all the 
reasons behind its death rattle and en¬ 
sure that any future similar develop¬ 
ments in Weymouth and Portland are 
given as much help as possible to suc¬ 
ceed.

3. DRIPPING: If you have a dripping tap, fix it 
as quickly as possible because it will soon 
waste litres of water. Often the tap just needs 
a new washer, which isn't hard to fit. You can 
also save water by fitting flow restrictors or 
regulators to your home's taps, or tap inserts 
that aerate the water. 


the room's other waste water. 

5. WATER BUTT: In the garden, rainwater can 
be collected in a water butt by connecting it 
to a downpipe, which is a fairly simple DIYjob. 
This makes watering the garden easier, espe¬ 
cially when there's a hosepipe ban. A more 
elaborate version of this is a rainwater harvest¬ 
ing system.There are different versions, but it's 
often a system that collects rain from the 
guttering and pumps it to where it's needed. 
More than half of the mains water we use at 
home could be replaced by rainwater in this 
way, so it could make a big difference. 


4. RECYCLING: One of the 

best ways to save water is 
to install a grey-water 
recycling system. This 
typically takes waste water 
from the bath, shower and 
basin (and sometimes other 
waste water too) and uses 
it for the loo and outside 
tap. There are various ways 
to do this, some of which 
are expensive, but it can 
be as straightforward as 
fitting a waste-pipe splitter 
to separate the water from 
your bathroom's loo from

Government road safety 
measures don't go far 
enough, says GEM 


ROAD safety organisation 
GEM Motoring Assist today 
welcomed many of the UK 
Government's proposed new 
road safety measures. However, 
GEM believes there is a missed 
opportunity for re-establishing 
a national road safety target, 
safeguarding young drivers and 
reducing the drink-drive limit. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams MBE said: 

"We urge Government to bring 
back national targets. These 
provide the much-needed 
central focus for the efforts of 
road safety professionals across 
the country. 

"We support the introduction 
of graduated licensing (GDL) 
for new drivers. January 2016 
marks the third anniversary of 
the announcement of the Green 


Paper on GDL. In that time we 
estimate that 1,300 people will 
have been killed or seriously 
injured in young driver crashes 
that could have been prevented 
by a GDL system 1. 

"We are convinced that a 
reduction in the drink-drive limit 
from the current 0.08g/dl is long 
overdue. Latest estimates2 show 
that a reduction in the limit to 
0.05g/dl in 2010 would have 
saved 25 lives and prevented 
around 95 serious injuries in 
each of the following three 
years. Therefore any political 
motivation for keeping a limit 
that was set in 1967 needs to be 
replaced by an agenda that has 
public safety at its core."
